States Government keep Its solemn 
word that the bodies would be brought 
back to this country.

'Bring Home the Soldier Dead League' 
was formed to bring pressure on the 
government, and It was 
announced 


that the campaign would be "pushed 
to the limit." 


The passage of n bill by the French 


Chambers of deputies which provides 
that the bodies of Americans must

was bitterly 
condemned by 


speakers, who charged that t.ho French

\Vhile economic and sanitary reasons 
were given by the French for this ac- 
tion, it was said l.hnt tho real motive 
was to compel relatives of heroes to 
make a pilgrimage across tho Atlantic 
to visit the graves.
